Monica Pivonka, from Oslo 
Friendly Neighbors Homemakers 
Club, demonstrated her famous 
bread dumpling recipe at the club’s 
April 15 meeting. It consisted of: 10 
cups white bread; 2 eggs; 1-1[4 cups 
milk and 2 cups flour. In a large 
bowl combine breadcubes, eggs and 
milk. Mix well. Add flour and.mix. 
Form into balls and drop into boiling 
water. Cook for 30 minutes. Serve 
with sauerkraut and pork. 
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
